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Except where it may be regarded as continuing in character, | the truth or falsity of a representation is generally to be determined 
as of the time it was made.” In other words, a representation must be false at the time it was made to support a claim of fraud.° 
Accordingly, a person cannot be held liable for misrepresentation when the person's statement was true at the time it was made,“ 


nor can a person be held responsible for changes in the law that occurred later.” Thus, if the expression of a state of mind or

existing purpose was true when made and was made in good faith, then any subsequent change of purpose made in good faith is 


not material to the transaction.° There is also authority, however, that the truth or falsity of representations must be determined 


as of the date they were acted upon. 
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
